1. ‘The Chinese "uzzle - A Possible Solution? 


fhe present serious developments in China heve shown conclus- 
ively that the present form of administrstion under which =uroperns 


exist in thet country is no longer adequate, 
The system of treaties which for the past three quarters of 


a centrry hes sradually grown up around the reletions between China 
and her trading customers hes never been revised, but only added to, 
with the result thet many anechronisms and effete regulations hrve 
eventuated, 

There is much to be said for the view that Article XIX of the 
Covenant of the League of Nations should be invoked in this crse, 
This erticle provides that the Assembly mey advise the reconsiderr- 
tion by Liembers of the League of treaties which heve become in- 
epplicable, anc the consideration of conditions whose continurnce 
might endenger the peace of the world, It must not be supposed 
that a total abrosetion of these treatics is proposed, but merely 
their revision, in the light-of modern diplomatic devclopment, into 
ome comprehensive convention, Such a recommencation would be 
welcomed from the Stxth Assembly, which mects on September 7th st

The month of Jume has indeed becn one of internetional activity 
in Furope, In Ceneva, a conzerence of Covernment represcntatives 
met to draw up a convention for the control of the treific in erms, 
while up end Govm the continent, unofficial internationel orsenisa- 
tions have held their annuel conferences, Chus, to mention only 
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eo few, there heve deen intcrnationeal gethcerings of csriculturslists 
et ‘erseaw, of reilwey cxperts in London, of prohibitionists in 
Léinburgh’ (surely en ironicel mecting-plece)-ane of meticel ascoc- 
iations end Chambers of Comicrec in Brussels, 

These conferences ere cxcecllent examplcs of the very real 
internetionul liic, toth osticiel end wnofiicial,which cxists in 
Hurope, and in sany cases ticy ave made the platform for the 
utterance of gravely importint facis, this was ecrteinly the cese 
at Brusscls, wien Sir Josieh Stamp, himselr a member of the Drwes 
Committee, discussed tie problem of the internetionel trensfcr of 
reparation payments, end its connection with Inter-Allied Debts, 
in view of their relationship, he described the Dawes Plen es 
"meinly a Cermen-Americen trensaction, Ccrmany being the one surplus 
exportcr es a result of the situation frising from the wor, cud 
America the direct or indirect recipient of, perheps, 60%) oi the 
goods transfirred." He further werned the world that there is a 
definite limit to the surplus of exports over imports inhcrent 
in international trede, and that such a limit might very well 
make it more difficult for Germeny to produce the required surplus, 
Also, this surplus might be exported in such a form as to dremere 
the creditor's economic life, These serious possibilities crn 
only be met by a@ considereble expansion of Germtn exports to world- 
marxetS and by the errengcment between eech Allied Covernment 
end Cermeny for the development of deliverics in kind, or scrvices, 

Suck stetements 2&6 these, though elweys of importance wien 
ecming from so eminent an economist, heve cn added intcrnetionel sig- 


nificancoe when delivered before the assembled represcntetives of 
the Chembers of Comucree of iturope, Asie and Amcrice, iectings 
of this kind go far to prove the definite interdepenéence of the 
yvorld both finencially, economically and politically.
